EXICO’S UPWARD STRUGGLE 
Mexico's upward struggle interests 
the whole world. For nearly 400 years its 
progress was sadly slow. The 8 con- 
querors believed it their duty to hold the 
natives in semisiavery. When Mexico won 


* independence the lower classes had accept 


ed their fate. Generations of submission 
had convinced them as well as their supe 
riors that education, equality of opportu- 
nity and equality of justice were not for 
them. 

The peonage system encouraged huge 
estates. Vast land grants were made to 
favorites by the crown of Spain, on which 
the natives were compelled to labor. The 
people owned nothing, the landlords and 
the church everything. For two centuries 
the church was by far the greatest land- 
owner in Mexico and not only magnificent 
churches but convents, monasteries, hospi- 
tals and schools were erected on its prop- 
erties, largely built by Indian labor as were 
the missions of California. Roman Catho- 
lics assert that at the end of that period 
illiteracy was comparatively lower in Mex- 
ico than in England. 

Be that as it may, no firm foundation for 
national literacy was laid end no funda- 
mental idea of liberty, equality or progress 
has survived. The peons were a depend- 
ent race, unable to guide or govern them- 
selves, and through generations of sub- 
mission appeared to have lost their ancient 
Aztec pride. 

Under Juarez al] church properties were 
confiscated and those laws never have been 
revoked. Under Diaz, however, the church 
was allowed to resume possession of church 
edifices and much other property. Many 
of the great estates, though, had fallen into 


purchase, and the peonage system con- 


tinued. In 1912 10,000,000 of Mexico’s 15,- 


000,000 people were ignorant and illiterate. 
Their rights of suffrage and gelf-govern- 
ment were the hollowest of shams, and 
they were so far from feeling that they 
were born free and equal that even the 
peon women habitually stepped off the nar- 
row sidewalks into the mud to let the peo- 
ple of quality pass. 

Francisco Madero woke the sleeping 
lions and eight years of chaos followed. 
Ignorant masses, infamed by overzealous 
orators, became avid for license. Forget- 
ful that wherever foreign capita] had come 
in to develop mines, oil wells, railroads or 
agricultural lands wages and living condi 


convinced them that they bad been de 
spoiled for ages and now it was their turn 
to despoil others. The constitution of 1917 
resulted. 

When Obregon took the Presidency in 
1920 he faced an almost superhuman task. 
All the laws of eustom and usage were 
against progress and he was pledged to 
progress. He must carry his people for 
ward, yet he knew that if he allowed them 
to rush forward unrestrained the constitu- 
tion of 1917 would carry them to destruc 
tion.

He could not complete the task. There 
was not time. He turned over to Presi- 
dent Calles the task of holding the reins 
wisely on a people feeling their power for 
the first time. 

Calles, too, has had to ride in the whirl- 
wind, and the whirlwind undoubtedly has 
carried his country forward. Schools are | 
being built, teachers are being sent to this 
country for ideas, and in the State of Ja- 
lisco several buildings of Mezico's first 
State upiversity are complete. Workmen 
are no longer semisiaves, but are arro 
gaptly conscious that they are free men 
and citizens. They have come to that con- 
sciousness without the reign of terror of 
the French Revolution and without the 
tragic and bloody failures of Russia. No 
country ever has accomplished such 3 
change without bloodshed and suffering. 
but Mexico hes effected a greater change 
with less bloodshed and horror than has 
any other country in modern times. 

Yet Mexico should pause now end take 
stock or it may lose the great gains it bas 
made. 
Within its own borders are many strik- 
ing object lessons. In the States of Sonors 
and Sipaloa the people are working pros 
perously because property rights have been 
respected and extreme radicalism kept out. 
In the prolific States of Morelos, Michoacan 
and Colima, on the contrary, destitution 
exists among the workers because radical- 
ism has gone too far. The American Smelt- 
ing and Refining Company recently moved 
a smelter employing hundreds of men from 
Aguascalientes to San Luis Potosi because 
the government in the latter State guar- 
anteed protection instead of annihilation. 
In the marvelously productive States of Na- 
yarit and Jalisco production has decreased 


| 80 that there are actual food shortages in 


some districts because the lands seized un- 
der the egrarian lew are not producing the 
wealth they did formerly. The same thing 
is true in many other States, notably in 
Tamaulipas and Vera Cruz, where agricul- 
tural colonization was resulting in great 
surplus production. And even in the Fed- 
ere! District surrounding Mexico City so 
many men are Out of work as a result of 
too-radica] laws thet banditry has revived. 
And banditry in Mexico, if unchecked, al- 
ways leads to revolution. 

The Mexican people cannot be changed 
in a day, educationally, politically or re- 
ligiously. The program which will carry 
Mexico most swiftiy to its rightful place 
among nations is the one which carried 
the United States forwerd more rapidly 
and more prosperously than apy other na- 
tion in history, not the one which has 
brought Russia to the brink of ruin and 
already bas wrought similar havoc in all 
the more radical Mexican States.

Stephenson, former Grand Dragon of the 
Klan, who boasted of having organized 
that precious order in Indiana, with 200, 
000 members, was the veritable political 
dictator of the State and particularly of 
Indianapolis, its capital.

probing committee that this promise was 
fulfilled. It is also charged that the Gov- 
ernor’s appointments were dictated by the 
chief of the hooded order, among them that 
of warden of the State penitentiary. 
Disclosures in Indiana clearly prove what 
a good .thing it is for the people of other 
States that the Klan has developed no such 
sinister power on a large scale elsewhere. 
But, as for Indianapolis, the disgraceful
